Fifty-Fifth Day--September 8%. 
THE SENATE. 

The senate met yesterday, at the usual hour 
and was called to order by the president. 
Prayer was offered. The roll was called and 
the journal was read and approved. 

The senate took up the special order, which 
was a bill to incorporate the Union railroad 
company. 

Mr. Fouche spoke against the bill and 
offered an amendment that the transportation 
of freight over the Union railroad would not 
cause an increase in the freight rate and that 
a violation of the section: by any railroad com- 
pany, would work a forfeiture of the company 
so violating. 

Mr. Meldrim spoke in favor of the bill. 

Mr. Fouche moved to recommit the bill. 

Mr. Guerry spoke in favor of recommitting. 

Mr. Winn said that the interest he had was 
ais the representative of Atlanta, that he was 
anxious to have the bill passed but would not 
oppose recommitting the bill. The bill was 
recommitted tothe committee on corporations. 

Mr. McDaniel, chairman of the committee 
on judiciary, made a repert on certain bills 
Which were read. 

Mr. Price, chairman pro tem. of the com- 
mittee on railroads, made a report.
